Another Slice of Mexico. 

Wo have from time t«) time chipped and 
ln*w«*d off pretty considerable parts of the 
territorj' of Mexico, but we are not satis- 
fic'd that another slice* might not lN*dc*sira- 
ble. Ainl if it 1>c cb'sirabic a pretty gcanl 
op|K>rtunity sc*c*ms now tej b«* presenting 
itsc'lf for our huge* carving knife. 

It is known that the c*xecution of Maxi- 
inillian did not do away with tin* evils c»f 
Mexico. On the contrary, matters have 
been anything but quiet in Mexico evc*r 
.since the dc*ath of the ill-fated Kmpt*ror. 
•luarc/ is in trouble, politically and finan- 
cially, and he is likely .so to continue for 
some time to cemte. I'liis p<-ople are a 
hard .set and thc*re doesn’t scH*m to be much 
hope for them. 

A turbulent spirit named Regis is now- 
heading a revolution in Soi*ora — a state cif 
Mexico that Inirders upon onr territory 
and M-parates Arl/.ona from the (lulf <»f 
California. Wc* should like to have .So 
iiora. It would give ns a desirable outlet 
to the sea. And we should also like to 
have Sinaloa, which lies hard l*y Sonora. 
The two would be desiralde uccpiisitions to 
our territoiy. These Mexican state.s, Ix*- 
side the commc*roial advantages fliey 
would give as by an outlet to the sea, an* 
rich in minerals and grazing lands, and 
we should like to have them. They would 
lie as valuable a slice as we have y« t taken 
out of Mexico. 

And cannot we now get them? The 
resolution now going on there is but a 
thing of every day occurrence in that re- 
gion, but it ma}' be that Juarez is getting 
tired of these outbreaks. Sovereigns get 
tired of anj- unlawfulness too often n*peat- 
ed. Moreover, Juarez is hard up for 
money. A few of our greenbacks would 
prohaldy be acceptable to them in the ab- 
sence of gold. Anyhow, it might not do 
any harm to sound him. A sensible diplo- 
mat sent to him with a few dollars might 
prepare the way for some of our fillibuH- 
tcring bo 3'8 to slice off these two States. 

Thus we might at this juncture acquire, 
fi>r very little monej' and less Woo<l, an 
empire of infinite value to our country. 
It would not cost us half what it will to 
get Cubw. It is more thau likely that we 
•■-hHlI hare to take this country one of these 
days, and the sooner we lu'gin the work 
the better. We shall have to civilize the 
people after we get them and get the coun- 
try going right, but that we can soon do. 
Send out your diplomatist, General Grant, 
and let him try the negotiation we sugge-jt. 
If von fail, it will not lie your first falbire 
iu diplomacy, and we think the prize is at 
l«a«t worth tb« effort.
